ORANGE COUNTY. 


ITS LEGAL STATUS ARGUED IN 
COURT YESTERDAY. 


— — 


Judge Chapman's Four-hours' Ar- 
gument—Weighty Questions of 
Law and Constitutionality Sub- 
mitted to the Superior Court in 
Banc—J udge Hutton for the De- 
fense. 


The question of ‘the legality of the 
creation of the new county of Orange 
is now being tested before the Superior 
Court of Los Angeles county. A 
hearing began yesterday morning in 
Department No. 5, the court sitting in 
banc upon the quo warranto proceed- 
ings brought by the People of the 
State of California ex. rel J. A. Graves 
vs. W. M. McFadden, A. B. Caswell, 
J. W. Turner, John H. Kellum and R. 
G. Wickham, the commissioners by 


The courtroom was crowded with resi- 
dents of the new county and lawyers, 
the latter taking almost as much in- 
terest in the case as those more directly 
interested, owing to the nice legal 
ints involved. Judges Cheney, Van 
yke, McKinley, ade, Shaw and 
Clark, the full court, were present. 
The hearing came up on the.demurrer

Judge Hutton addressed the Court 
and said that he had filed a demurrer 
to the complaint, but there is one al- 
legation in the amended complaint that 
the new county contains less than 5000 
inhabitants. He did not think it neces- 
sary to argue his demurrer if the al- 
tegation remained in the complaint. 

Mr. Chapman said that he was per- 
fectly willing to remedy the matter, if 
counsel had no objection, by adding 
that the new county had less than 5000 
population by the census of 1880. This 
was agreed to, and the amendment 
was inserted. 

The Court asked counsel how the 
Argument was to be made, and Judge 
Chapman stated that he had no objec- 
tion to opening, if counsel would state 
the points he would be expected to 
meet. Judge Hutton then set forth, 
briefly, after reading the complaint, 
the points he would discuss. They in- 
cluded a number of propositions com- 
batting the allegations of the com- 
plaint, holding that it is ambiguous 
and uncertain; that the quo warranto 
proceedings are not the proper mode 
of procedure in the case; that the 
People are the real plaintiffs, and can- 
not question the validity of their own 
acts; that the provisions of the Code 
themselves relative to quo warranto 
proceed iugs are unconstitutional; that 
the writ cannot be used to test the val- 
idity of a legislative act. 

After the statement by Judge Hut- 


ment, which occupied four hours in 
delivery. He started out by discuss- 
ing the propriety of the quo warranto 
proceedings in the case, and the con- 
stitutionality of the provisions relative 
thereto by the Legislature, contending 
that it is the remedy in this case, but

He 
regarded the objections raised by coun- 
sel as altogether technical.

Mr. Chapman quoted from High 
on Extraordinary Remedies,“ and re- 
ferred to the pig conflict on the 
cases in which the writ of quo warranto 
will lie,but contended that it is the only 
remedy in just such a case, especially 
where there is a question as to the 
scope of chancery procedure in this 
State. He held that the Supreme 
Court had decided that the writ of quo 
warranto is proper in such cases as 
this, where a private party has no 
other way to test the validity of the 
act except at great loss. The plaintiff 
in this case, he claimed, is entitled to 


be heard. 

The next point is in regard to the 
defendants being officers. The act 
does not state the exact number of 
months their term of office is to last, 
but it does provide that at a certain 
stage of the proceedings their func- 
tions cease, and they certainly exer- 
cised.official powers.

He contended 
that it was a special act, and violated 
every provision relative to special acts, 
especially where there is a general law 
for county governments. One basis of 
classification had been adopted for the 
counties throughout the State, and in 
this special act a mere arbitrary classi- 
fication had been made. He held that 
it isnot in conformity to the uniform 
system of consolidation of county 
Officers by the act of 1883; and 
that it embraces more than one subject 
contrary to the provisions of the Con- 
stitution; that the act vides for 
change of venue of cases fr m Orange 
county, which the Constitution directly 
prohibits such an act to provide. He 
claimed that the general law can be 
made applicable for the formation of 
counties.. He referred to the section | 
of the act which provides that the 
officers who reside in Orange county 
shall continue as such officers, and 
characterized this as simply an adroit 
scheme to diminish opposition for the 
act to the least possible amount. Ina 
general way many of the provisions, he 
argued, are directly in the teeth of the 
Constitution, and he did not believe 
the unconstitutional portions couid be 
separated from the rest and leave a 
valid instrument. Besides, that would 
not be the same act the Legislature 
voted on and the people voted on. 
The action in regard to the distribu- 
tion of the indebtedness of the two 
counties he regarded as manifestly un- 
constitutional. It is manifest that the 
act contemplates an assessment of 
property in Orange county for the 
present fiscal year. There is already 
an assessment in this county, and it 
means double taxation in the new 
county. Besides, it is clearly incorrect 
to levy taxes by a special act. And 
these provisions are so intertwined that 
it is impossible to separate the consti- 
tutional from the unconstitutional. 
The provision as to the distribution 
of indebtedness is in effect that the 
indebtedness of Los Angeles county 
atid the assets at the time of the pas- 
sage of the act are to be ascertained. 
lf the assets are greater than the 
liabilities, the difference is to be given 
to the county of Orange, if not the in- 
debtedness to be distributed according 
to its proportion.
